AUTOMATIC TELEPHONE 
SYSTEM FOR SHANGHAI. 


A SUCCESSFUL TEST. 


The Automatic telephone system has 
heen installed in a district of Shanghai. 
The V0, Daily Neue describing a text 
made at thé New East Exchange says: 

Several newspaper men personally test- 
ed. the apparatus and ‘all ‘agreed that, 
though not: one of them had scen it. be- 
fore, they were alle to call up and get 
connected far snore quickly than is the 
case with the system now in use. The 
working is as simple as he and «when 
one gains experience bh nictice a great 
deal of time must be 


after the opening of the new building and 
were amazed at the’ working of ‘that 
The automatic. telephone may 
he compared with it. In one case the 
operator plays upon keys as upon a type- 
writer ;+in the enge of the telephone he

on strike. ee . * 

This particular installation is the, only 
ong of the sert outside Europe, though 
there are other patterny successfully 
working in Great Britain. Jt was natura: 
to disk whether it had proved sutisfactory 
in actun! working for a sufficiently, long 
period and the engincer replied that it 
was the only installation used in Stock- 
holm and-several other large cities, which, 
had entirely discarded the operator type 
telephones. The new exchange has 700 
lines, with extensions to 1,000-and it. will 
le opened during the next two weeks to 
publié service, though at present it is. not 
connected up to subscribers. Eventually 
the. whole of Shanghai will he automatic-’ 
ally connected. we che
